Large Assemblage of Politicians—Arthur’s 
Reception Turned Into a Political Caucus— 
If Arthur Cannot Make it Logan is to Have 
His Strength, and Vice Versa.

NEw YORK, September 6.—A special to 
the Times from Chicago says: “To-day has 
been a great one for the politicians, large 
and small. From almost daylight the Grand 
Pacific Hotel has been thronged with work- 
ers. Whetner it was the intention of the 
managers or not, the Arthur boom was 
pushed for all it was worth, and there was 
not a ward striker present who wonld not 
volunteer some information about the pins 
about to be set up or knocked down. Three 
years ago Gen. Artnur stood beside Gen. Gar- 
field in almost the same place in the same 
hotel, within afew hours after his nomina- 
tion for the second place on the tieket. At 
that time the crowd pressed eagerly forward 
to press the hand of Gartield, but in the flush 
of the victory the leaders could not but feel 
that Arthur was the representative of a com- 
promise and that it was necessary to’ be 
polite, simply to conciliate the 


faction to which he belonged. To-night in 
that same room pretty much the same lead- 
ers expressed different views, and the re- 
vulsion of feeling was too evident to be over- 
looked. The public reception, whether in- 
tended as such or not, certainly has had its 
political effect and the feeling expressed 
was, that.if Arthur was only an accident, he 
is a pretty fair one, and deserved to be re-

France Preparing for Hostilities 


with China. 


The Chinese Army Commander Talks— 
Massing Troops—Unveiling the Statue 
of Lafayette with Great Ceremonies in 
Franc:;—Foreign News. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, September 6.—A eorrespond- 
ent of the Herald at Hong Kong had an 
interview to-day with Chang Shu Sing, 
Viceroy of Southern China, on matters con- 
nected with the trouble with France. The 
Viceroy emphasized: “China will net sanc- 
tion the Franco-Apnamite Treaty. The 
French must make some proper arrangement 
with the Chinese Ambassador in Paris or 
war is unavoidable. Chang Shu Sing ap- 
peared to be well informed relative to the 
relations between England and Franee. Re- 
ferring to the threatened seizure of Chinese 
customs by the French fleet, he said, smil- 
ing, that such action would not inflict any 
very serious inconvenience to China, as the 
customs were for the most part hypothecated 
to English bankers. 

THE CHINESE ARMY COMMANDER. 

Lonpon, September 6.—A_ private letter 
from Pekin says Li Hung Chang is really in 
favor of a peaceful solution of the difficulty 
with France, while the intriguers who sur- 
round the court are urgent in their cry for 
war. Prince Kung, one of the conservative 
members of the Government, expressed the 
opinion that war will be the signal fora 
mumber of outbreaks in the Empire. The 
Empress is reported to be even fearful for the 
permanence of the dynasty, and inclined to 
favor such measures as shall secure peace. 

The Standard’s Hong Kong special says: 
“The people’of China seem to have little fear 
of the result of the war with France, and 
believe that with their new armaments and 
vastly improved discipline their forces are 
far better able to cope with a foreign enemy 
than they were in the war of 1860. A Chinese 
paper urges that immediate action be taken 
to prevent the annexation by the French of 
any portion of the Chinese territory, 

AND EXPRESSES INDIGNATION 
that such ap attempt should be made at a 
time when China was at peace with France. 
A large number of Chinese employed on 
board French vessels deserted, The captains 
find great difficulty in obtaining hands.” 

The Times’ Hong Kong special states that 
advices have been received from Haiphong 
announcing that the French Admiral will 
blockade the ports of Canton and Paksi un- 
less the Chinese troops are withdrawn from 
the Tonquin frontier. Itis stated that the 
Chinese merchants are leaving Canton be- 
cause of their letters being opened and their 
aistrust of Canton mandarins. 

The Times editorially says: “France is 
steadily drifting into war with China. The 
latter is vulnerable only in those‘ports which 
occupy a quasi-international position, and 
any blow struck there will be felt through- 
out Europe. The shock to English trade in 
the East Indies will be most disastrous, and 
relations between England and France will 
be seriously embittered thereby. The dislo- 
cation of the cotton trade would cut off em- 
ployment from thousands of operatives in 
the Lancashire factories and the revenue to 
the British crown from India would show a 
serious deficit.” 

The Zimes points out that in the event of 
war Americans, Germans, Japanese, and 
even Chinese themselves, would secure more 
of foreign and coasting trade in the east 
than the French. 

STORING PROVISIONS. 

Paris, September 6.—A dispatch from 
Hong Kong says no Chinese men-of-war have 
arrived there from the North. Three Chi- 
nese transports reached Pakoi a fortnight 
ago with 750 regulars, and 1,750 militiamen 
arrived at Canton Saturday last on board a 
merchant steamer. A large quantity of 
supplies and provisions are being collected 
and stored at Canton.

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WINTON THE’ WITNESS. , 


Yesterday’s Session of the Senate 
Labor Committee. 


—— 


A Witness Who Favors Usurpation by 
the Government of Telegraph Lines, 
Railroads, Banks and Other Industries 
—His Opinion of the Americaa Press. 


=: 


New Yor«, September 6.—The Senate 
Committee of Labor and Education resumed 
its session to-day. John D, Winton took 
the stand and testified to a considerable 
length. He recommended the revival of the 
income tax as originally in foree; the estab- 
lishment of a National Board of Industry, 
empowered to coliect labor statistics of every 
description and including power to enforce the 
eight hour jaw; the establishment of effectual 


boards of health, educatien and public 
works, industrial schools and colleges on the 
French system of public membership rail- 
roads and telegraphs, and the Beigium sys- 
tein of the freedom of patents, postal banks 
under the british system, land laws which 
will prevent the holding by private individ- 
uals of great tracts of land, public owner- 
ship of coal, iron, goid and other mines, and 
all oil wells. Every one of the measures had 
been putin practice in one country or ap 
other and were all capable of en- 
forcement by _ legislation. The _ pres- 
ent system of Bvards of Health 
was not effectual, as shown by the state of 
the pubiic health iu all the large cities. In 
New York the people in some districts were 
crowded together like animals, and children 
grew up unhealthy and enfeebleg. In clos- 
ing Mr. Winton urged the committee to do 
ali in its power to suppress the threatened 
billionaire aud to raise and educate the lower 
classes. 

Tne witness maintained industrial schools 
as they exist in neariy all European coun- 
tries should be instituted here, and should 
be under the control of tie Government. 
Winton said that the working of the railroad 
and telegraph lines by the Government in 
Berlin showed eonclusively it should be 
adopted in this country. He thought the 
Legislature had the power to do this, He 
was also of the opinion that the Government 
should institute postal banks where the 
poorer classes could make deposits and ob- 
tain an annuity. In speaking of 
the press the witness, in and#wer to 
a question from Senator Blair, said: 

“The press, as a rule, is unfavorable to 
the working classes.” 

“TI am convinced of that myself,” said Sen- 
ator Blair, “since this investigation has been 
in progress, and in my opinion such willful 
misrepresentation should be punished crim- 
inally.”’

Marines Not to be Moved Yet—Yellow

Navy Yard, there having been six deaths in 
the last twenty-four bours. He stated also 
he was improving the cordon around 
the Navy Yard wherever he could.

Why should it not?

Cheap editions, 
like cheap postage or cheap freights, give a 
tremendous impetus to trade.

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THE NEW CHINESE WALL. 

Gen. C. G. Gordon, who erushed the Tae- 
ping rebellion for the reigning dynasty in 
Ghina, writes from Jaffa that a Chinese war 
will be expensive and dangerous for France 
on account of the certainty of complica- 
tions with England. He says the Mantchou 
rulers, who have usurped the government of 
China since the seventeenth century, are lo- 
cated at Pekin, withina week’s march of the 
Russian frontier, and dare not trust 
themseives nearer the center of the Chi- 
nese populatioa, by whom they are cordially 
hated. They therefore dread a landward in- 
vasion from Russia, which might easily over- 
throw the long-established Mantchou dy- 
nasty without provoking interference from 
any other power, Decause it would not inter- 
fere with trade. But basides Russia they 
fear no other powerexcept England. She 
could march to Tak&.and Pekin, he says, 
and noone would object, for she would oc- 
cupy the treaty ports; butif France tried to 
do so England would objeet. And so no power 
but Russia or England can coerce the Chi- 
nese Government. 

This Tartar dynasty exists by the suff er- 
ance of Russia and for her protection. Its 
only well-armed soldiers are Tartars, and 
for self-preservation itis bound to keep the 
real Chinese disarmed. But for this mili- 
tary weakness of the innumerable popula- 
tion of China, itis bejleved Russia would 
have her hands full repelling Chinese in- 
yasions and protecting herself and Western 
civilization from constantly impending Asi- 
atic irruptions. Henee the policy imputed to 
BisMARCK of using China to eliminate Russia 
from European politics. He is.credited with 
‘sending German officers, instructors and 
‘emissarigs to China, and watching for oppor- 
tunities to convert her mto an active and 
aggressive power under a Chinese Emperor; 
and witha view to the opportunities that 
may arise, he is now supposed to be urging

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CHAPHE’S PUMPS. 


Some Interesting Testimony in the Wa- 
ter Works Investigation. 

The Water Works Investigation Commit- 
lee met yesterday again and examined two 
asasistant engineers at the works. William 
Giliespie, the first assistant, testified that the 
machinery was in bad condition generally 
and there was no time te make repairs. 
When the packing of the pump bucket in No 
2 was found to be in bad shape last 
February aud it was repaired, they dis- 
covered that ten out of the twelve 
wooden pieces used in packing had been 
ground to splinters and carried away by the 
water; a great deal of Water fell back into 
the settling basin owing to this defect. En- 
gine No. 2 was raising from 43-100 to 44-100 of 
a foot of water per hour; a foot was equiva- 
lent to 1,210,000 gailons, which would make 
_ the capacity of the pump 12.487,200 gallons 
per day; the valves of the steam-cylinders 
h this engine were in such condition 
that no. may could get into the 
machine to make the necessary 
repairs. Steam couldn’t be shut off tight 
enough to enable a man t) get into 
the cylinder. ‘The valves had been that way 
for some time, The valves could not be 
properly repaired because all three engines 
received slteain from ope pipe, and if steam 
Were shut off from one all three would have 
to shut down and then the city would be left 
Without water. No. 3 engine, when running 
with another engine, had been known 
to make 4900 to 5,200 revolutions 
in eight hours. had latety 
come down to 4,200 revolutions; 1,500 
gallons of water were thrown out at each 
Tevoiution, Which would make the capacity 
19,296,000 galluns a day. Witness testified to 
the breaking of the shaft of engine No. 2; 
Engineer Shuckiand was on duty at the 
time. Witness thought probably shucklaud 
Started up the engine too hurriedly and thus 
caused the break; thought Shuckiand might 
be to blame; 8. was discharged a year after- 
wards, ‘lhe capacity of the works now was 
29,000,000 to 30,000,000. The valves of No. 2 
engiue had not been repaired in four years. 

Assistant Engineer August Grote testified 
in about the same strain. 

The committee met again at2 o’clock to- 
day and Col. Flad went on the stand. Chas. 
Peel will also testify. 


THE CHELTENHAM AWARDS, 


Judge Lubke Occupied in Hearing the 
Application for-an Injunction, 
Judge Lubke of the Circuit Bench this 
morning, in chambers, heard the application 
of the Evens & Howard Fire Brick and Clay 
Company and the Missouri’ Fire Brick and 
Clay Company, for an injunction to restrain 
the St. Lonis and San Franeiseo Railway 
Campany from taking the property of the 
laintiffs located at Cheltenham, 
efore the amount of damayes 
heretofore awarded to them by 
the commissioners had been paid. Col. D. 
P. Dwyer, B. D. Lee and Jacob Klein ap- 
peared for the plaintiffs, and Mr. J. H. Or- 
rick represented the defendant. In answer 
to the order granted by the court on Tues- 
day temporarily restraining the railroad 
coinpany from demalishing the works of the 
plaintiff, Mr. Orrick said that Mr. John 
O’Day,. general attorney for the’Frisco Line, 
letter which originally 
accompanied the deposit of $75,900 with Cir- 
cuit Clerk Vogel, and had made the de- 
osit uneonditional. He urged that the 
injunction should not be granted; that such 
an order would seriously interfere with the 
eonstruction vf 1,100 miles of railroad and 
would throw out of employment 1,000 mean. 
The railroad company had paid the amount 
of the award into the court, as required by 
the Constitution of the State, and having 
complied with every statutory provision it 
should be permitted to gv on with its work. 
The argument in the ease of the St. Louis 
and San Franciseo Railroad Company against 
the Evens & Howard Fire Brick Company 
and the Missouri Fire Brick and Clay Com- 
any, was concluded before Judge Lubke at 
2:30 o’clock this afternoon. The Court took 
the matter under advisement and will an- 
nounce his decision on Saturday morning.

One of the Ingredients Used to Enrich 
tne Brewer.

I suppose you know 
brewers do not now report tie ingredients 
of which their beeris made, as they once 
did. The courts have decijied thai they are 
not compelled to du so, L have made seme 
casual inquiries and I learn that tan bark 
aud soda are the principal substances used. 
A ‘i tie rice malt gives it body and makes it 
hoid the foam. Hemlock bark is a bew dis- 
eovery in this respect aud is useful because 
ii takes the pla-e, to acertain extent, of 
umitand hops, Itis net poisonous, but it 
certainly cannot be said to contain any 
nutriment. It adds the pungent, bitter 
taste and gives the dark reddish color to the 
liquid, It is very cheap and the brewers 
wuo use it must grow rich very fast.”

Interesting Description of Some wf the 
Explorer’s Stations. 
Correspeudence of London Telegraph. 

Leopoldviile, like wost of Mr. Stanley’s 
Stations, is placed on rising ground, but it 
does not occupy for its sie the exact suminl+ 
of the bill, being built on what may be called 
a semicircular ledge round the slope facing 
the expanding pool. ‘Lhe principal editice 
ofthe station isa large two-storled house. 
made of wood, bricks and a sort of mud 
piaster, The roof is of thatch, forthe sake 
of coolness, and all the tramework of the 
house is composed of huge beams of wood, 
apparentiv of great ee oy but reaily a 
source of weakness, as the wood is being 
constantly eaten through by the white ants 
and other insect pests, so that frequently a 
beam gives way, and is renewed only just 
in time te save the structure, This house 
contains a large dining-room, a store and 
three bed-roows on the ground floor; and on 
the first story is a long, ow pitched chamber, 
which is generally Mr. Staniey's private sit- 
ting-room when he comes to Leopoldviite. 
In his absence it is occupied by the chief of 
the station. Behind the house and apart 
from it are the kitchens and domestie offices, 
aud in front spreads a fine open porch, as 
may cali it, for want of a better word, which 
is really a large open apartment, in addition 
to the dining-room, projecting on the esplan- 
ade and forming a deligitfully airy spot ia 
which to sit during the day time. rom this | 
promenade views of great beauty may be 
obtained over the distant Pool aad the neigh- 
boring forest, and iu the cool evening time it 
forins a pleasant walk to stroil on while 
waiting dinner.

urass and the many sand-banks, Where they 
form: strange groups with the eroeodiies, 
whe are wout to lie Daskiug in the sun with 
a xed grin piaying about their closed jaws. 

Lie peopie inhabiting the shores of dian- 
ley Pool belong to the ‘Baiéké race, bul they 
would seem to be recent arrivals and to have 
dispossessed the older inhabitants and drives 
them into the interior. Where the Baié é 
have settied on the south or eastern bans of 
tie Congo they form werely riverine coio- 
ules, and never extend their sestiements 
inauy wiies from its banks.

MEMOIRS OF A DUKE. 


Ernest II. of Saxe-Coburg About @#@ 
Fublish the >sery of His Life. 
From the New York Herald. 

The courts of Germany and England ex- 
peet with some uneasiness @ literary 

event. It is the publication in a few months 
of the memoirs of the reigning Duke of Saxe- 
Coburg. As a sovereign, as brotier of the 
British Prince Consort and as uncle ef the 
German Crown Princess Victoria he became 
naturally connected with those circies which 
make history. This man, who is extremely: 
uiited, used his position to taste every pene 
ure of life, but at the same time he carefully 
noted the poiitieal aad inteliectual improve 
ments of the age. 

The Duke was born in June, 1818. In com- 
pany with his brotaer Albert, the future 
Prince Consert ef England, who was only 
one’year younger, he aitended the University 
of Bonn; afterward both lived for a long 
time at the court of their relative, 
King Leopold of Betgium. The life of the 
two brothers was as different as were their 
dispositions. Prinee Albert became so weil- 
acquaint-d with polities under Stockmars 
wise in tructions that his earlier opponent. 
Lord Paimerston, concededed he was & 
statesman of the first rank. The Duke of 
Coburg is just the reverse of his brother. 
His lively, sanguine nature, bis political and 
artistic talents were not satisfied when he, in 
in his twenty-sixth year, assumed tne ducal 
sovereigiuty of Saxe-Coburg. Itis reported 
of him that he once said to his secretary: 
“It is impossible for me to occupy myself 
with the Government of this little country 
aliday long.”” He used to play in amateur 
theatricals, and was a composer of music, 
His opera of “Santa Chiara’ the Egmperor 
Napo.eon had performed with great pomp 
in the Grand Overa of Paris. He also 
essayed poetry, and it is said that his pagins 
have a siriking 1esembiauce to those of 
Heine. 

Wicat may seem to be most entertaining 
for the publie in this book may be cousidere 
ihe reverse by some of the distinguished 
persons who are still living and whose 
uames are mentioned-therein. An altempt 
had been made to preven, the Duke from 
ffeishing his jiterary work, He considers it 
a duty not to keey any longer from the pub- 
lic the lessons which his eventtul life offers. 
Prof. Oitokar Lorenz, of Vienna, undertook, 
bo condense the immense material cullect 
and ty prepare the book for publication. The 
nrst volume of this remarkable coliection) of 
‘ife sketeues will be out before the end of 
ihe year. The publisher's name is yet @ 
secret. 

The Badische Landeszeitung, of Carisruhe, 
remarks that the memoirs of the duke will 
be historically complete aud will affect some 
reputations. Tuat journal further says: “1 
is a fact that the duke, iu various diplomatic 
ways, Was requested to exwain his inten- 
lions as to the book, especialiy to those in- 
teyested. The courts of Russia, England 
and Austria are deeplv concerned, The duke 
has nearly aiways been an adversary of Bis- 
marek. The publications of Bismarck’s 
bi grapher, Busch prove that Prince Bis- 
marek has ofte: attacked the duke. If the 
latier revenges Limself now the public will 
see the singular specigcle of a crowned head 
avpearing openly as a strong antagonist to 
the powerful ““Reichkanzier This will be 
of much consequence to Prinee Bismarck, 
and possibiy to the Emperor William him- 
self, who may have something to say in the 
persvnal quarrel.
